Great Enthusiasm Manifested— The 
Acknowledgments of the 
Honored Visitors. 

Vancouver, Aug. 21.— (Special)— The 
Conservative Association have every reason 
to be proud of tho auooeBs of tho rooeption 
tendered the ministerial party last evening. 
Dunn hall was^ppropriatcly and beautifully 
decorated for tho occasion. Over tho en- 
trance were tho wordB, "' Welcome our 
Promior. " Thoro wore portraits of the 
Queen and the late Sir John Macdonald, 
whilst loyal and patriotic mottoes were con- 
spicuous on the walls. Tho honored guests 
wero Promior Sir MackoLzio Bowel], tho 
Hon. T. M. Daly and MrB. Daly, accom- 
panied by MrB. (Mayor) Collins and Mrs. 
(Dr.) WIIbod. Tho reception oommitteo 
WftB pompoaod of tho Mayor, tho Preaidonb 
of the Conservative Association, Dr. Wil 
eon, Vioo President Carroll, ex-Mayor An- 
derson, ex-Mayor Cope, A. Williams, M, 
P.P.; F. Schofiold, J. P.; Stanley Hender- 
son, J. J. Godfroy, G. J. Wilson and W. 
Downey. After thoae preeont hud been in- 
troduced to the Premier and Hon. Mr. 
Daly, refreshments wore served, after 
which an impromptu daneo was indulged in. 
Dr. Wilson then formally welcomed the 
distinguished guests. 

The Premier said in reply that it gave 
him always great pleasure to visit the Coast. 
He WftB here to ascertain the requirements 
of this section of tho Dominion and to 
accede to these rt quiromontB as far as it was 
possible to do so, Another reason for his 
visit ab thia time was to reat from his ardu- 
ous labors. Ho had noticed a marked im- 
provement throughout tho Dominion, nob so 
rapid as it might be in population and 
otherwise, bub still a substantial improve- 
ment. He referred foeiiugly to the loyalty 
of Canadians. The same feeling, he said, 
existed to-day as existod half u cen- 
tury ago, and the same blood conrsed 
through the veins of the present 
generation, aa though those of our fathers. 
And, should necessity arise, tbey would be 
ready to fly to arms to defend their glorious 
constitution. He waB pleased to meet them 
all in sooial intercourse, no matter how they 
differed on political and religious questions. 
They came away from such social intercourse 
with a much better and more humane feel- 
ing than they had before. He had visited 
sections of the oountry after great politioal 
excitement, whoro the people would aotu 
ally shudder ab the sound of his name. In 
the Province of Quebec some French ladles 
had heard that he had brought to a success- 
ful issue tho prosecution of LouIb RleL 
They started when hia name was 
mentioned. Ho Bald he hoped his 
nstnt' had nob frightened them; thBy 
told him he was lookod upon as a fanatic, 
bub they left him with a much better opin- 
ion than they had bad of him before. He 
wanted every man to onjoy the same rights 
and privileges that ho had himself, and ib 
was only under the British constitution that 
that oould bo dono to tho Jull extent. He 
would nob ask a privilege thab he would 
deny bis neighbor. A free trader had the 
same right under the British conatitution 
to express his viows bb a protectionist. 
Having held theso same views as to the re- 
lations between the outer world and our 
own oountry and tho best possible mode of 
conduoting government for so many yearu, 
he though ho was too gray headed and a lit- 
tle too old to bo turned from his path ab the 
present stage pf tho world's history. Lob 
thorn endeavor in all they did In 
their public caroer and tholr private 
interoourse to make Canada one 
of tho boat portions of the world to bring 
emigrants to and tho beat place to live in, 
He had travelled all over the world, and 
though born an Englishman, having oomo 
to thia country (50 yeara ago, thoro was no 
place in the globe ho preferred to his own 
country on tho Bay of Quinto in which 'o 
ond his days. In all parts of tho globe 
where he had mot Canadians he had found 
the samo sontlmonta. Ho thanked thoso 
proaent most heartily for tho grand rooep- 
tion they had tonderod his oolloague and his 
good wife and hlmBolf. He oeked thorn to 
watch with oaro tho ooureo they might pur- 
sue aa politicians, and to watch their op- 
ponents ; weigh tliem both in tho balance, 
and if thoy thought tho Conservative policy 
tho beBt continue to support it. 

Aftor tho prolonged applauao had sub- 
aided, Hon. Mr. Daly mado a briof and 
happy speech, in which ho said thub from 
observation ho boliovod the oroam of tho 
othor provinces had oomo nut and sottlod in 
British Columbia. He roforrod to the ap- 
propriate mottoes on tho wallB, and said it 
mado him feel proud to bo a British subject 
whilst ho wnB reading them, and no doubt 
thoy all felt the Bamo way. In all hiB travels 
he had mot no more loyal Canadians than in 
British Columbia, Manitoba and the North- 
west torritorioa. Hla heart was with thorn 
out horo, and ho would do all in hia power 
to forward the interests ot nob only Manitoba 
and the Northwest but of||British Columbia. 
They had suffered from depression, but tho 
EtBtorn provinoas wore recovering and tho 
time waa oomlng for British Columbia. Tho 
same determination thab had brought thorn 
out here would sustain thorn until ib did 
come. Ho folb that, oventually, BucoeBB 
would bo theirs, |and no greator reward 
could be desired, than to woloome suoh 
prosperity in tho words of tho motto on his 
right hand: "God save tho Queen and 
Heaven bleBB tho Maplo Loaf forever." 

Tho band played tho " Maplo Leal, 1 ' and 
the " National Anthem," and tho gathering 
dispersed.

London, Aug. 21 — Tho St. James' Gazette 
this afternoon publishes an artiolo discussing 
how Groat Britain stands with tho United 
States government in the matter of the 
Niaaraguan canal, and says : " Ib will be 
well if Right Hon. Geo. N. Ourzon, undor 
secretary oi state for foreign affiirs, ia aBked 
to give Bomo explanation on tho subject in 
the House of Commons." Continuing, the 
Sb. Jamo8' G&zetto remarks: " Ab far 
can bo aeon we are hoading Btraighb for a 
oriels, and there will be either a diplomatic 
dead-lock between tbo two countries or 
the English will surrender important 
troaty rights. Tho dead-look can be avoid- 
od by discreet handling of the facts by the 
foreign office and a Burrendor need never 
ooour. Should a situation bo brought about 
in whioh the United States finds' Ib can 
Ignore tbo United States of Central Amer- 
ica, thon good-byo to any hope of retaining, 
much Iosb extending, our commercial hold 
on the republics of the Spanish main, a mar- 
ket in whioh wo already suffer from uncom- 
monly sharp competition from tho Ameri- 
cans and the Germans." 

The U. S. consul ab Bsyrout, Mr. Thomas 
P.. GibBon, has beon instructed to prooeod 
to Tarsus in order to open an inquiry into 
the attack recently made upon tho Ameri- 
can oollogo there. At tho instance of U. S. 
Minister Terrill the Vali of Erzsroum will 
furnish an adequate escort to Mr. William 
A. Scchtloben, of Sb. Louie, Mo., who Ib 
searohing for the remains of Frank G. 
Lonz, the Plbtsburg bicyclist, who was mur- 
dered while on his way through Armenia in 
an attempt to oirole the globe on his wheel. 
The now American consul ab Erzsroum is 
bill awaiting here the granting of his 
exequatur. 

A oredib of $1,500,000 bo pay tho Morao 
claim was gazetted in Madrid to-day. 

The strike among the jute workers of 
Dundeo is spreading. Thirteen thousand 
workers wont out to-day. Another seven 
thousand Btruok yeBterday. The strikers 
are very orderly and are giving tho polioe 
no trouble. 

Further partioulars regarding the oollision 
yosterday afternoon between the freight 
steamor Lyon and bhe passenger steamor 
Soaford, by whioh the latter, with 255 pas- 
sengers and orew of 42 on board, waB sunk, 
show thab bhe Soaford, whioh lefb Dieppe ab 
1:30 p.m., was struck by the Lyon on the 
port side. The Soaford immediately began 
to fill, and Bank 20 minutes later. In the 
moanwhile her captain had given orders 
promptly to lower the boats, and passen- 
gers wore reassured by the offioors bo thab 
there was nob the slightest panio at any 
time. The stern of the Lyon was stove in 
by the oollision, but she was in no danger of 
sinking and ran alongside the Seaford, 
whereupon bhe paBsengors and orew of the 
sinking veosol olambered on board.

DUKEANT'S TRIAL. 

He Is by No Means 8o Innocent and Harmless 
As His FrlendB Have Painted- 
Tho Proposed Alibi. 

San Francisco, Aug. 21. — The prosecut- 
ors of Theodore Durranb are engaged iu 
developing a line of testimony whioh prom- 
ises bo throw a powerful side light on the 
conduob of bho young man toward women. 
While Durranb ia piobured by his friends aa 
being a meek, modosb youth who found his 
only true enjoyment in the Sunday-school, 
ib is proposed to prove that his btBenesB 
was boundlesB when assooiating with 
women, In support of this assertion young 
women will be plaeed on the Btand and let- 
ters written by the priaoner will be Intro- 
duced as evidenoe. Long beforo his arrest 
ib is said thab a number of young women 
declined to attend parties to whioh he was 
invited or to associate with him in any 
way. Some of tho women who have been 
inBulted will bo placed on bhe witness Btand 
and their testimony will be of importance in 
refuting bho contention thab so moral and 
conscientious a young man oould nob com- 
mit these atrocious murders. 

Ib is intended to bring Durrant before a 
jury on the charge of killing Minnie Wll- 
liamB even if ho should hi found guilty of 
the murder of Blanche Lamonb. The idea 
in doing that would bo to provide against 
the possibility of tho supreme oourb grant- 
ing a new trial in the Lamonb case. It ia 
even probable thab tho distrlcb attorney 
would consent to a change of venue for the 
Williams trial. 

Much speculation haB been indulged in as 
to the nature of the alibi Durrani's oounsol 
expect to preBont to the jury. It appears 
thab the records of the Cooper Medical col- 
lege will form the basiB of the attack on tho 
testimony of Martin Qulnlan, Mrs. Loak 
and others. Durrant waB ono of a olaBS of 
seventy-soven students who attended Dr. 
Cheney's lectures. Tho roll ahowB thab he 
waa present at the leoturo delivered at tho 
college' on tho afternoon of April 3, ab the 
hour that tho prosecution claims ho entered 
Emanuel church wibh Blancho Lamonb. 
The aovonty-aix members of the class wero 
one by ono interrogated us to whether they 
had remarked Diirrant'a presence at tho 
lecture ; whether they had heard him an- 
swor when his name was culled, and whethor 
they had answered for him. To the lasb 
bwo interrogatorioB they all anawered in the 
negative. Some wero under the impreasion 
that Durrant had attended the lecture, bub 
none was sure. Dr. Chenoy'a investigation 
brought out ono important fact. Ib was thab 
on April 10 Durranb wonb to a fellow stu- 
dent, Edward F, G laser, and asked for the 
notes of Dr. Cheney's leoture delivered on 
the uftornoon of April 3. The proaeoution 
looks upon this as proof thab Durranb did 
nob attond thn lecture. 

Walnct Creek, Cal,, Aug. 21.— Con- 
stable Palmer haB a knife which ho bolieves 
haB a bouring on tho Durranb case. When 
the signal corps carne to Mount Diablo on 
Saturday, after the murdor of Minnio Wil- 
liams, tho mllltiamon Btayod over nighb ab 
Fred.

Notes of a Stage Journey From Asli 
croft -Thompson River 
Bridge. 

A Chatty Description of the Varied 
Experiences of a Trav- 
eller. 



(Correspondence of tho Colonist.) 
Aktlsii Ckkek, Caiuhoo, Aug. 7. — I ar 
rived at Aehorofo at 1 a.m. on tho 14th ult., 
and had a ohanoo to examine the fine new 
combination trims bridge erected laai sum 
mor over tho Thompson river by tho govern' 
inont, whloh will no doubt bo a lasting e true' 
ture, ae lb seems to have excellent cylinder 
foundations. 

Early next morning wo were ready to 
start on our long fltogo journey. At 4 a m., 
July 15 we were Btandint» around the stage 
when the driver informed us if we were 
going on that stago to get in. Aftor a num- 
ber of wild p'uugos and roarings by the 
leaders we got off with tho horses on tho 
dead run, tho sand flying from hoofs and 
wheels. Striking a down grade tho brake 
had to bo applied pretty hard. 

Cro-ising iho bridge thoro is a long up hill 
pull. At the summit wo are 500 feot above 
tho yawning 1! maparto river. Along wo go, 
curving in u:>d out, the roud being cut out 
of rook and not very wide but in excellent 
shapo. Every now and then the driver lots 
a war whoop out to warn toamBtera that the 
royal mail U on the way and must not bo de- 
layed. On wo go, down grades and around 
ourvea with tho horses on the run. Next we 
striko u rnoro level country, with email 
farina dotiiiig the vulioya with their fields of 
greon in contrast with tho barren looking 
hills urouud. Presently aomo one ehontB 
out "Hat Crook!' and down goes the 
brako ; and all tumble out and aro ready to 
enjoy breakfast after » rido of fourteen 
miles in tho delightful rroraing air. Break- 
fast over, four new horses are hitohod in, 
but one paBsengor ii missing. At lust tho 
delinquent is found lingering in the dining 
room saying nice things to one of the fair 
daughters of tho Emera'd Isle who presides 
at the table, and for the next 200 miles, 
whenever wo ohanced to eee any of the fair 
eex, we would tease him by asking the 
driver to Btop. 

Again rising a considerable height wo 
strike a plateau whero time has to be made, 
and we roll on up and down hills, over 
bridges on the run, and take tho noxt hill 
with u dash, everyone in the meantime tak- 
ing cure cf himself as hist he c*n — now 
trying to hold tho cushion down on tho seat 
with his weight, next with feot balanced 
endeavoring to keop his own ond cf the 
stage, but a rock and then a jolt of the 
coach as it croasos a ditch on the road gen- 
erally lands one just whero ho doean't want 
to go amidst tho laugh of his fellow passen-

As we swing around a curve in the road 
Clinton oomeB in view — a rather pioturoEque 
little place nestled in a great basin in the 
mountains. In a few minutes we come up 
with a great Sourish at tho post otiije ; the 
mail is dumped out and wo drive a hundred 
yards, where wo stop to change horsoa and 
have dinnor. Dinner over, we start out 
agiin on a long and tedious climb to tho 
Bummib of Mt. Bigbie, or more com- 
monly oallcd Clinton Mountain. At vory 
steep places we get out and walk. 
Once on tho summit we pay up for our slow 
progress in ascending for the roads are not 
of tho best. On this stretch and as the 
grade is down hill wo rattle along ab a 
lively rate with all tho bumps thrown in. 
Moiquitoes are in abundance. We now 
pasB a pack train of 47 mules and horses 
bound for tho Forks of tho Qaes- 
nello with their dusty looking packs and 
boxes and the jingling of about a dozen cow 
bells which are used to show the where- 
abouts of tho animals whon they are turned 
out to feed. Sevon p.m. finds us at tho 83 
mile house whero the down stage crosses the 
north bound one. We havo tho pleasuro of 
sleeping in a house with S3, 000 in gold dust 
and three armod guards with their trusty 
Winchesters. In tho morning we aro up, 
have breakfast and aro off again at five a m 
through a fl »t country abounding in alkali 
lakes and rabbits Just bofore changing 
horsoa again wo get off tho stage and walk 
about 100 yards from tho road and view the 
Devil's oanyon, a yawning chasm 950 foot 
deep, half a mile wide and three miles in 
length. We step out on a point of rock and 
take in tho grand night here afforded. Tho 
sides aro perpendicular and composed of rock 
of many hues blending at tho farther end 
into a green valley and overhoud tho blue 
aky. 

\Ve aro lost in wonder, when we hoar 
shouts from tho driver and guard, and upon 
arrival ab the barn wo find some excite- 
ment. Wo have a new toani, just broken, 
to bo put in for leaders. They have to bo 
tied to the railing for that purposo while 
they are b3log hitched up ; thon tho stable- 
man slips the halters off and the fun com 
monces. Tho drivor saya if wo got across 
tho bridge wo will trot the rest of tho way. 
Our doubts aro soon diepollod ou that point, 
for quickor thin you can wink, wo are go- 
ing at a forty-mile gait and aoross the 
bridgo with a lound. Just then we over- 
tifko a Chinesebull tfiain, composed of 14 very 
haalthy looking bulls andstosrs. with twoold 
pr.iirie schooners loadod with '20,000 pounds 
of freight for tho Forks. It takes thetn 
throo months to make the round trip from 
Ashcroft and return. About 4 p m. wo run 
ir.to hundrodo of Indians on their way homo 
from the mission near tho 150 mile house, 
where they havo been observing religious 
coremonics with the bishop. All aro on 
horseback, and all sit astride, men and 
women, boyB and maidens. At G p m. we 
bring np tip 150 mile house, whoro wo loso 
one of our passonpore, this being tho prln 
cipil turn off for Quosnello FoiI;b. After 
Bupper wo go on to tho Mountain houeo and 
remain for tho night. 

We aro up bright and early and off again 
at 4 a. in., ha- ing had breakfaBt beforo we 
start, and at 7:30 wo aro at Soda Creok, 
whero wo again partake of breakfast, No. 2 
On our way our driver ospied two klootchee 
ahoad on horBebiok, and thought ho would 
havo a little fun ; thoy not hoaring tho stago 
coming wo got pretty close, whon tho guard 
guve ft war whoop and away went tho ponies 
with tho assistance of tho klootches' hoole 
to increino thoir apeod, whon to our aston- 
ishment ono of tho ponies stopped on a stone 
and fell, and away wont pony and klootch 
ovor ond over in the du8t, with our hnrsoB 
on tho dood run aftor thorn. Tho driver 
boing o oool headed man, jammed down ilia 
brake and etoppod boforo any harm was 
done, and tho next wo saw wan tho klootoh 
about 100 yards down tho sido of 
tho hill, with a child about two years 
old. Whore tho child oamo from no ono 
knowB. Tho Indians uro dreadfully fright- 
oned of tho stago when thoy moot on narrow 
hillfl. Leaving Soda Creek wo again go on 
foot, aa tho hills are very stoop for a dis- 
tance of Boveral miles, and tho walk does us 
good. To-day we see some fine ranches and 
thousands of aoro9 of fine tablo land, whioh 
would be very produotivo If there woro 



water to irrigate the land. Noon time finds 
us at Moffat's and again we journey on 
towaidB Quosnelle whore we arrivo at 7 
p m. Hire we meet friends, and, not boiDg 
in a butry on account of lost baggage, wo 
stop 'or a few days and enjoy the hospitality 
of Perkins & Bowron, who keop a first class 
ho'el. Mr. Bowron ia the C. P.B operator, 
and hero we find ono of Victoria's fairoBt 
daughters In his cstimablo wife (noo Mies 
Northcott). Wo fpend soveral days up tho 
Qutsnello river and examine tho difforent 
mining claims of which more will bo said in 
my next. 

Hero wc part with our genial driver, Mr. 
Ed. OwenB, who is always hoad man ut the 
table at meal timo and an all round good 
fellow. Although not given to American 
Btage ooaoh yarning, ho cm tell a good cno. 
Wo had tho pleasure of going 1" miles to a 
picnic and fi«hing excursion and losing threo 
horses out of six, camping all night in the 
woods and earning home next day minuo 
throo horses with 210 fine trout to show for 
our labor. Tho ladies, five in number, on- 
joyed the discomfort of losing our horsoa, 
for having no tent wo all sat around a huge 
log firo and told stories till daybreak, but 
wo had to como homo rather croatfallen, as 
two horses cou'd not make aa much of a dash 
into town as four did going out in our rig. 
Wedno9day following found ub in old Cari- 
boo, where millions of dollars in gold dust 
and nuggets have been taken ou f , and still 
it comoH. On Thursday our long-hoped-for 
biggago arrived, and away into the moun- 
tains wo wont to seek the treasures that lie 
hidden beneath tho earth. 

The whole journey throughout was a very 
pleasant one, with tine weather to assist in 
making up a sorb of tourists' trip.

Activity In the Flour Market-Halibut lie- 
coming Plentiful and Salmon Cheap, 



Competition In flour among loool mer 
chants is the feature of the morket tbia 
week, and is a favorable one so far as house 
holders are concerned, for prices have come 
down oocsiderably. Some merchants re 
port having sold actually below oosb in order 
to copo with competitors. Tho wholesale 
market, howover, has been quiet and un- 
changed. There stems now to bo a b"<irjti- 
ful Bupply of fruit in stock, of near v all 
seasonable varieties, and among the nost 
noteworthy changes in quotations 1b th. re- 
duction in tho price of applea. The fish 
matket is becoming more active than it has 
been for a long time. Sookeye salmon are 
retailing at 25 cents a fish, while halibut are 
getting more plentiful and have recently 
dropped from two to three cents per pound. 
The renewal of the naval contraot haB been 
the only incident of interest happening in 
the moat market during the week. A big 
fleet of warships is now supplied by tho 
home market.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND CRISES. 

Sir Terenoe O'Brien, lato Governor of 
Newfoundland, had an exceedingly diffioult 
task to perform. His lines were not laid in 
pleasant places. He was Governor at a very 
critical stage of tho colony's existence, and 
it fell to him to exercise his powers aa 
representative of tho Sovereign under oir- 
oamatancjs thab lb Is no exaggeration to 
designato extraordinary. 

After a general option in whloh the 
Whiteway Government was returned by a 
largo majority, petitions under a now elec- 
tion law were entered against the return of 
nearly all tho members of that majority. 
Among thoBe whoso return was petitioned 
against were tho members of tho Govern- 
ment, without a single exception, if our 
memory serves us. Enquiry soon showed 
that the whole of them could bo unseated 
for corrupt praotiooa. The Government wero 
taken by surprise. Elections had previous- 
ly been bo loosely conducted in the colony 
bhat, having done nothing unusual, most of 
the members of the Government and their 
supporters had no idea that thoy had violat- 
ed the new law. Tho Opposition had man- 
aged the business of petitioning with great 
Becrecy und skill. They had Bald nothing 
about :horo intentions and deferred com- 
mencing proceedings until tho very last 
day allowed by the law. Thoro was there- 
fore no chance of entering counter petitions 
agalnBt the return of the mombers compoa- 
ing the Opposition. 

The Government wore ab their wits' end. 
They aBked the Governor to dis- 
solve tho Legislature and give the 
men who had moat probably disqualified 
themselvesby their oleotion practices aohanco 
of being again oleoted. But this he firmly 
refused to do. He would nob use the 
royal prorogativo to arroBt tho c-ourao of 
justice and to save men from the conse- 
quences of violating the laWB whicb they had 
thomBelveB enaotod. Tho Government In 
order to get out of their dilliculty and per- 
haps to embarrass tho Governor, reaignod. 
This they did before the supply and rev- 
enue bills had boen pasBod. 

ThiB placed tho Govornor in a vory pecu- 
liar position. Ho wub under tho nocoesity 
of calling upon the loador of tho party which 
had boon rojocted at the polls to form a now 
government, and it waa more than probable 
thab he would oither have to carry on tho 
go vern.nont without funds or to raiao a 
revenue without tho authority of law. A 
new Government >vas formed which, if it 
was constitutionally atrong, was numeri- 
cally weak. Tho election trials wont on, 
and Sir William Whiteway and his colleagues 
wore nob only unseated but disqualified. 

After the Revonuo Aob had oxpirod, tho 
Customs dutioB wero collooted. Tho Oppo- 
sition protestod against tho course which tho 
Govornor was pursuing and said many 
hard things againat him, but tho Liberal 
Seorotiry of State for tho Colonies upheld 
him in all that ho had dono. It cannot bo 
donled that the Govornor of Newfoundland, 
from a constitutional point of viow, purBued 
a policy whloh io opon to question, but it 
will, wo think, bo very hard for thoso who 
condemn his acts to show how, under the 
circumstances, ho oould havo dono bottor 

Tho byo-eloctiona sustained the Whiteway 
party, which soon had a majority in tho 
Logialaturo, and after a while tho, whools of 
govornmont in Newfoundland again ran 
smoothly. Bub tho Whiteway party, 
which the Govornor had foilod and 
humiliated, owed him a grudgo, 
and oontinued to tho last to attack him with 
groat virulence. But in epito of tho conBuro 
and tho misrepresentation of those who dis- 
approved of tho atand ho took in tho politi- 
cal crisis Sir. Toronco O'Brien won tho ro- 
speob and esteem of a very large proportion 
of tho people of Newfoundland. This waa, 
no doubt, chiefly owing to the way In whioh 
ho acted In another very Important orisia In 



the affairs of tho colony. During his term 
of office tho people of Newfoundland owing 
to the failure of the banks and to tho gonoral 
commercial depression were in the greatest 
diatresB. In the time of trouble the Gov- 
ernor and Lady O'Brlon did oil that they 
poBBibly oould do to roliovo Buffering. Their 
efforts wero appreciated nob only by thoBe 
whom thoy woro instrumental in relieving 
but by those with whom they co-operated 
in goud worka. The tU'ortB of Go-vernor 
O'Brien and his wife to help 
those who wore overtaken by misfortune 
were, whon they woro leaving tho colony, 
feelingly and gratefully recognizad by the 
Chambor of Commorce in the following 
terms : 

During that period tho colony has been 
subjected to sovoro and uneximplod diffi 
cull lea and tribulations whioh havo strained 
its rusourooB to their utmost tension. And 
we have had occasion to note the active 
sympathy whioh you havo manifested with 
ua throughout all our times of trouble and 
the pructioal energy whioh you ungrudgingly 
and indefatigably displayed in tho allevia- 
tion of suffering and tho relief of dietreeF. 
Nor can we soon forgot tho unresting zeal 
and expansivo oharicy of Lady O'Brion, who 
so earnestly and enthusiastically co-oporated 
with you in your arduous and unBolfiBh 
labors. We tondor you our appreciative 
recognition of your valuable Bervioea and 
our grateful thanks to Lidy O'Brion for hor 
gracious and bonoficant labors among our 
people. 

IN APPEARANCE ONLY. 

Thoughtful peoplo must havo a suspicion 
that tho adoption of constitutional govern 
ment by tho Japaneeu 1b more in form than 
in essence. The habits of thought which it 
took centuries to form cannot be got rid of 
by even the Japanoso In a fow years. Tho 
decree of a Mikado cannot compel a nation 
to forgot in a moment its political tradi- 
tions. A despot cannot change his nature 
in the twinkling of an eye, and tho slavish- 
nesB of a elavith pooplo will cling to them, 
no matter what privilogoB thoy may gain or 
what powers may bo extended to them. 
Believing this, few will be surprised to 
read tho following paaaago from an artlole in 
a paper oonduotod by Englishmen who hove 
lived many years in Japan. The Japan 
Herald says : 

Constitutionalism in Japan has now boon 
for some yeara on ita trial, and it cannot in 
truth be said to have resulted in muoh suc- 
cess, since experience has demonstrated 
that neither bhe governors nor the governed 
have known how to handle lb properly. In 
faot, the evidence afforded indicates that an 
Oriental people have fallod to grasp thoBo 
principles of aotion which Western nations 
possessed of a parliamentary system havo 
evolved from tentative beginnings. It is a 
comparatively easy proceduro to imporb and 
adopt exobic mechanical inventions, but 
constitutions and laws require to be the 
growth of oenturios, and to be the outcome 
of bhe genius of a people, to thoroughly fit a 
nation's character, and to bo in accord with 
it, in order to establish and prove their 
suitability for the purposes of their adop- 
tion. 

It appears thab, after all, the peoplo In 
Japan do nob count for muoh. Tho Gov- 
ernment is in some form or other, and by 
different instrumentalities, continually dic- 
tating to bhem or curtailing their freedom- 
making ib indeod a mere 'sham. And the 
people, true to thoir instincts, consider such 
dictation all right and do not imagine that 
tholr liberty is in any way restricted. This iB 
how the Japan Daily Herald accounts for 
bhe contentment of the people undor bureau- 
cratic tyranny whioh a really free people 
would regard as insufferablo : 

It ia this laok of knowledge, coupled with 
an ingrained tendonoy to servility —that 
worship of, and lowly bowing down to au- 
thority, wbich ia so charaoteristio of a na- 
tion which has never known what) freedom 
la, thab make the pooplo of this country so 
tolerant of tho acts of thoir bureaucratic 
rnlors, who tako shelter, in every political 
emorgonoy, behind tho Sovoroign, othorwiso 
thab acquieaconoo which ia so generally 
manifested here, In all acts of the executive 
in oaseB where politics are concerned, would 
not take place. 

Whoj privileges are oxtonded to a peoplo 
which they do not know how to uso thf y 
oithor abuse them and Indnlgo in tho most 
harmful excesses, or they permit others both 
bo think and to aob for thorn without thoir 
having ovon a suspicion that any other 
coutbo is possible. It is this latter con- 
dition into which tho people of Japan ap- 
pear to have fallon, for tho Horald BoyB : 

Uutil native politicians shall havo becomo 
conscious of tho fact that the conatitution, 
aa it ia worked, is little better than a hollow 
sham, and shall tako measures to amond it, 
with a view to make It an effeotive instru- 
ment for popular govornmono, nelbher tho 
liborty of tho press nor tho liberty of the 
platform will bo permitted to exist ; both 
will continuo, as now, to bo trampled undor 
foot with impunity. Freo speech and a froo 
constitution aro invariably found to be 
linked togotbor — tho ono can havo no exist- 
once without tho other, If tho Japanese 
pooplo cannot bo entrusted with bhe exorcise 
of tho ordinary essontiaU of liborty. thon 
constitutionalism is aimply a sorry fame, a 
parade calculated to provoko tho derision of 
suoh intelligent foreigners aa may bo moved 
to study tho imperfect politiaal institutions 
of this oountry, as thoy exist, and as thoy 
aro worked. Parliamentary government 
hero is but an exotic, and is neither deoply 
nor firmly rootod, and tho fruit it boars ia 
of littlo valuo, indoed it might with advan- 
tage bo dispensed with altogether. 

Tho Japanese havo, after all, only begun 
their political education. Aa they advance 
thoy will in all probability loarn how to uae 
tholr privileges and will bo ready when oc- 
casion requires manfully to assort thoir froo- 
dom. Tho position they ocoupy just now is 
not a natural ono. Thoy aro llko pupilB 
who have boen advanced too rapidly and 
foroed to ongago in Btudios beyond their 
capacity or for which their minds havo nob 
boon proparod. When time Is given thorn 
for intellectual digestion and whon they 
havo undorgona a hard but salutary course 
of discipline thoy may turn out very fair 
eoholars in tho political school. 

TORTURED ARMENIA. 

Tnoro aro many who will bo shocked to 
learn that tho agitation about Armenia in 
tho West, so far from procuring an ameliora- 
tion of tho condition of tho unhappy inhab- 
itants of the country, has made it worse 



ThiB is what Mr. E J. Dillon, who has 
lately boen iu Armenia in an official oapa- 
city, eays in tho ' August number of the 
Contemporary Review, His article on 
"Tho Condition of Armenia" is not a 
pleasant ono to read. He, from personal 
observation and from irquiries made on tho 
spot, testifies that tho worst accounts wo 
have hoard and road of Turkish miegovorn- 
monb and Turkish cruelty are rather within 
than bayond the truth. And he adds that 
our professions cf sympathy with the miser- 
able Armenians, instead of doing them good, 
have actually dune thorn harm. 

" Tho impartial outsider," ho BDya, 
"acquainted with the horrible condition of 
country and people would , . . fear- 
lessly affirm that the exprenalon of sympa- 
thy at public meetings, followed, ua in 
England, by supine inactivity, is nob merely 
inferior bo effective material aid, but is 
positively disastrous. Formerly the Turks 
disliked tho Armenians, and the blood-batb 
ab Sassoun offers a few indications of the 
vohomenoe of their feeling. Ab present, 
after tho wanton humiliation indicted upon 
them by tho European friends of their vic- 
tims, they loatho tho very name of Armenia 
and doom no cruelties aufficient to eatisfy 
thoir outraged solf-lovo. The Vali (Gover- 
nor General) of Erzsroum, wheE the foreign 
consuls uf that city lately broughb an un- 
UBually orylug oaao of irjuBtico to his uotioo 
told tho DragomanB that tho Turkish Gov- 
ernment und tho Armenian pooplo stood to 
eaoh other in tho relation of husband and 
wifo, and that outsiders who felt pity for 
tho wifo when her husband maltroated her 
would do wieoly und well to abstain from 
interfering. And tho remark is quite true 
if the pair are to ;/o on living together ; 
lor tho brutal husband can always ohooao 
his own time and place to vent his foelingB 
on hia helploss mate. And this ia what is 
actually being done in Turkish Armenia. 
Under tho cyoB of tho Russian, English and 
French delegates at Moush tho witnesses 
who had tho courage to speak the truth totho 
representatives of the Powers were thrown 
into prison and not a hand was raised to 
protect them; and at tho present momonb 
within a stone'B throw of the foreign con- 
suls and missionaries, loyal Armenians are 
being hung up by tho heels, tho hair of thoir 
heads and beards plucked out one by ono, 
their bodios branded with red-hob irons and 
defiled in boaBtly ways ►hat con be neither 
desoribed nor hinted at in England, ■ ' 

And all 

that the philanthropic English nation has to 
offer these its protegoa ia elcquenb indigna- 
tion and barren sympathy. Would ib not 
have boon much moro bonevolenb to huBh 
up tho massacre of Sassoun and Ignore tho 
PitB of Death than to Irritate tho Turk to 
tho point of madness and then leave him free 
to vent his fury upon Christiana who aro 
abielded only by our sentimental eloquence. 

This view of the cobo of the Armonians 
has, we fancy, been taken by very fow in- 
deed of those who havo been horrified by 
the acoounts of the treatment whioh those 
unhappy people rooeived at the hands of the 
Turks and the Bcarcely loss ornol Koords. 
If they believed thab the only effeob that 
their expressions of indignation and horror 
would have on tho oppressors and torturers 
of the Armenians would be to make thorn 
more savage and more unfeoling, they would 
perhaps have boon moro careful about wht.t 
they said, or would in pity to tho tortured 
and outraged people have refrained from 
giving expression in words to thoir foelings. 

Mr. Ddlon says " it is porfootly true, 
though not, perhaps, generally known, that 
tho Liberal Cablnot wore in possession of 
tho main facts of that butchery as long ago 
as last Soptembor, and left nobhlng undono 
to oonceal them from tho public from that 
timo to the day of thoir resignation ; and ib 
ia notorious that tho wretched Armeniana 
aro boing houndod down and vlviBocted 
with ovon greater cruelty at proaont." If 
this is true, and wo aeo no roason to doubt 
it, tho peoplo of Great Britain, where it Ib 
generally known, will be hotter ploased than 
ever that tho Liberals were driven from 
power.

Mr. Justice Crease Gives a General Reduc- 
tion In the Assessment Appeals. 

Yeaterday Mr. Justice Croaae delivered 
judgment on tho appeals from the decisions 
of the Court of Revision for the city of Vio- 
toria on the assessment of property belong- 
ing to Messrs. W. & J. Wilson, Senator 
Maodonald, Mrs. Williams, the J. W. Wil- 
liams oatato and Belmont Tanning & Manu- 
facturing Co,, Ltd. The judgment, after 
Bumming up tho evidence, states : 

" Testing the values for assessment in all 
those appeal oases at the oash values ap- 
pralaod as in paymont of a just debt by a 
solvent debtor, I find the proper value for 
assessment as follows :

Those Changes at the Coffer Daui -Is 
the City Liable for Possible 
Damages ? 

Yeaterday evening's two-hour meetlog of 
the city counoil was very informal in char- 
acter and did not result in any great amount 
of publio business being transacted. The 
full board mot in the large oommittoo room, 
Mayor Teaguo presiding, and what busi- 
ness waa disposed of may be divided into 
two chaptors — streob paving and tho water- 
works improvement operations at r!;aver 
I*ke. The former provoked vory little 
diacuaalon and was quiokly disposed of, the 
following reaolution being introduced by 
Aid. Humphrey and Williams and adopted: 
" Reaolved that the period of annual 
aesesamonts in connection with tho locul 
improvement of pirta of Fort, Viow, Yatoa, 
Government and Broad streets, by woodon 
blook street paving, bo ten years." 

Then the Beavor lako matters woro taken 
up. Introducing the subject of dobato a 
recent lottor from Water Commissioner 
James L. Raymur to Mr. G. E. Jorgonsen 
the engineer in charge at tho lako,|was road 
This cautioned him in regard to tho neces- 
sity for exercising oxtreme caution In the 
prosecution of the work when the wator 
shall have boon lot off from behind the 
dam. 

" There aro,/ said tho Commissioner in 
hia letter, " a number of farmers living on 
the Colquitz rivor who would only bo too 
glad of any excuso to give troublo if the 
Btnallosb quantity of wator or nedimont 
should find its way on their land." 

Tho construction engineer was also point- 
ed to cluuso 5 of tho engagement contract : 
*' Tho engineor in charge, with tho approval 
of the municipal council, shall havo tho 
power to make such alterations," eto. "It 
is understood," tho lottor proeeedod, "that 
an important alteration has been mado in 
the coffer dam, and to which the approval 
of tho oounoil has nob boon given." 

Thirdly the engineor waa asked to give 
his opinion as to the necessity for the pur- 
chase by the council of a cement beBter. 

Tho reply of Mr. Jorgensen was in 
extonso. He realized the necoBsity for all 
oaro in tho handling of tho work behind the 
dam, and that oaro would bo given. A 
cement testor was vory well in its way bub 
was nob reqnlrod by him for satisfying him- 
self as to the qualiby of cement used 
at the Beaver lake work, and 
he therefore could not advise its 
purohaso. As to the securing of the coun- 
cil's approval to any changes contemplated, 
tho engineer thoroughly realfzod the neces- 
sity of so doing when such changes materi- 
ally affected the ccsb or oharaoter of the 
work. He understood thab certain discre- 
tionary power was glvon him by the con- 
tract, bub would be pleased to havo from 
the council a specific definition of his duties 
and responsibilities. 

lb was in regard to tho labtor matter that 
all the debate aroso, Tho majority of the 
members of tho board held that the substi- 
tution of a single for a double row of piles 
in tho coffer dam, the former being filled in 
behind, was an important ohango. It was 
vory probable thab the change was desirable 
and would prove satisfactory, bub the ques- 
tion aroso — tho change having beon ordered 
by Mr. Jorgenaon, acting for tho city, were 
not tho contraotora relieved of the responsi- 
bility resting on them by tho contract, in 
tho ovont of tho dam giving way and pro- 
porty in the neighborhood suffering ? This 
was the one point to consider. 

The MAYOR, Aid. Maomillan and Aid. 
Humphrey could not eoo that Mr. Jorgon- 
son'a letter even referred to tho point at Is- 
sue. The ohango in the cofferdam could 
nob bo regardod as an omergenoy or a mat- 
tor of minor detail, and the question was as 
to whether the council, without having beon 
conBultod in tho matter, had been rondorod 
liablo for possiblo damages. 

ALD, HUMPHREY personally did not 
question the wiadon, of the change nor 
doubt that tho single row of piles would 
hold satisfactorily. 

ALD MoLEIXAK, as a practical man, waB 
of the opinion that two rows of piles would 
give loss instead of groiter strength, as tho 
Bsoond row would brook tho ground. Thia 
tho engineer had no doubt realized when ho 
ordered the chingo. 

Ai.d. Williams said that tho ohango, he 
waa informed, meant about §900 in the 
pockets of the contractors. By tho oontraot 
thoy would havo had to comploto tho earth 
work on both sidee so as to ensure tho 
strength of the dam. 

ALD. Bragg did not think that §900 or 
any other umounb had beon eavod tho con- 
tractors, as the ohango meant a consider- 
able addition of labor. Aid. MoLollon 
and Humphrey did not soo that tho oounoil 
had any objection to money being saved tho 
contractor, provided tho work was satisfac- 
torily and aecuroly completod. 

"If, however," said Aid. MoLolIan, "tho 
ongincer in charge, as has boon suggested, 
haB Boen fit to alter tho plans in ordo;; to 
throw §900 toward tho contractors, and tho 
responsibility at tho same timo upon tho 
city, and without consulting tho council at 
that, that engineer should bo dismissed." 

" Soveral aldermen woro on thoir feot 
immodiatoly to explain that no Improper 
motivo had been euggestod or thought of so 
far us Mr. Jorgonsen was concornod. He 
waB showing himself a careful, oxport and 
practical man, and aeolng that his ground 
was nob as ho oxpoctod to find ib, whon tho 
work progressed he had ordered a chango 
which ho considered nocoesary ond in tho 
host interosts of tho oity. Tho wholo point 
and tho only point now was whether in 
ordering this chango ho had aocepted for 
tho alty tho responsibility for damago in the 
event of the dam not holding — a responsi- 
bility originally resting on tho contractors 
under tho contract. 

Thorn waB a difference) of opinion on this 
important point and tho whole matter of tho 
interpretation of the contract was finally 
left for investigation in tho hands of His 
Worship tho Mayor. 

Before tho council adjourned Aid. Wil- 
liams inquired of tho mombors of tho board 
who had previously expressed thomsolvos 
on the eubjoct what thoy had done in ro- 
gard to VValkoly, KlDg & Casey compelling 
their employes ab tho lako to board with 
them at a cost of §5 por week? Had any- 
thing beon dono ? 

Ai.d. McLellan and Humphrey respond- 
ed that no ono had yet complained, end 
urtilsomo ono dia so action waB nob called 
for — oven if tho faots woro as Aid. WilllamB 
stated thorn. Aid. Williams appoarod to be 
tho only ono to complain, as lb woa a. cer- 
tainty that tho mon got good board.

The Steam Collier " Kabnini " Sue 
cessfully Floated— Northern 
Steamers Arrive. 

Steamer " Maude " Runs Airround 
Near Hospital Toiut, But Sus- 
tains no Injuries- 

Thore wore two arrivals from Northern 
British Columbia ports yesterday afternoon 
and both stoamcra report) disagreeable voy- 
ages so far us woaihsr la conoerned. The 
Bteamers were the Muriol and the Barbara 
Boaoowitz, the former having noma down 
for the repair of the injuries she sustained 
by going ashore in tho North a few weeke 
ago. The Barbara Boaoowitz was heavily 
laden but the bulk of her cargo, some 7,000 
eases of salmon from the Carlisle onnnery, 
Skeona river and Findloy, Durham & Bro- 
die's cannery at Rivera Inlet, was, with the 
exoeption cf about 400 oases, all landod at 
Vancouver for transportation Eist. Many 
of the etoamor'a passoDgera aleo landed at 
"Vancouver, inoluding a small party 
of prospootorB undor Colonel Wright. 
QPho party Btartod North from 
the Fraser river and pasBod through 
the Omineca country, going dlreot to Hazel- 
ton. Thoy claim to have mado many im- 
portant mining discoveries and in ovidonce 
of this brought down with thorn somo fine 
samples of ore. Tho Bosoowitz reports 
cinnery operations in tho North ob being 
all ovor for tho year, and os passengers she 
brought down upwards of 100 Chinoso and 
Indian cannery employes. At a fow of tho 
cinnorieB fiahlng ia still In progress, but ftr 
other than cannery purposes. Tho packs 
put up are pretty muoh as have alroady 
boon published, but those furnished by the 
Bteamor are as follows : Skeena rivnr— Bell 
Irving ft Co. 'b two oannerios, 20,000 cases ; 
Iovorness, 8.000; Standard, 7,000; Claxtoo, 
7,800; Cunningham's, 7,500 ; and Balmoral, 
9,000. Rivers Inlet— Rivers Inlet, 20,000 
cases; Victoria, 10 000; Good Hope, 19,000; 
and Wannook, 12,000 ; Naaa Harbor, 13,500 
and Mill, 8,000. The Boaoowitz loft Fort 
Simpson a few days after a tug boat started 
from there in Boarah of tho body of the man 
who wob drowned in Queen Charlotte Bound 
off tho deok of the steamer City of Topeka 
some time ago.J 

THE " KAHULCI'S " ESCAPE 

Tho late hour at whioh the tenders re- 
turned yesterday morning made it lmpos- 
Bible to print in the Colonist more than u 
few Hn5B concerning tho marvellous caotp6 
of the Hawaiian Bhlp Kahului from destruc- 
tion on the rooks off Trial Island. Tho main 
fact, however, remains as there Btated, that 
at a cost of not much more than the 150 
tons of ooal thrown overboard she Is free, 
with no injury that has yet been discovered 
—a tribute to the staunchness of her con- 
struction, which was British handiwork of 
1869. She was then called tho Scandiaaviu, 
and did good ' servicn for tho Anchor 
line. Her original length was about 
208 feet, to a breadth of 26, 
but though the e dimensions seim 
strangely disproportionate, they were made 
even more ao by cutting her in two and in- 
serting a section which brought her length 
up to the present figure of 258 feet. Pass 
ing out of tho hands of the Anchor line she 
became the Slrius, by which name eho is 
pretty well known in Pacific coast waters. 
Still later Bhe was registered in Honolulu 
and given tho Hawaiian appellation of 
Kahnlui, becoming the prldo of tho people 
of the locality whoso name she bwa, and as 
Captain Mitchell Tyson proudly states, 
" tho flagship of tho Hawaiian tquadron, 
and we carried two guns during the last 
war." She wbb engaged in tho sugar trade, 
bnt this being slack the Kahului filled In 
time by carrying coal between Departure 
Bay and San Franolsoo, and is now on her 
third trip in thia aervico, having takon on 
1,350 tonB consigned to Taylors, of Oakland. 
She 1b owned by a firm of which Charles 
Nelson, the well known San Francisco 
shipping man, la the head, and of whioh 
James Tyson, brother of the oaptain, ia 
also a membor. The Tysons are Nelson's 
nephews. Her value is about §30,000, and 
Bhe ia not insured. Yesterday was spent by 
the captain in transacting business arising 
out of tho accident, and to-day tho Kahului 
will be steaming on her way to San Fran- 
cisco, where she will be due Monday or 
Tuesday. Sho was viewed with very groat 
iaterost as aho lay in Royal Roads yester- 
day. 

Tho accident la attributed to the oxc3p- 
tionally Btrong tidal current whioh prevail- 
ed off Trial island, and against which, as it 
appears, tho vossol made so muoh leas head 
way than had been rulied upon that when it 
was supposed Bho waa off Victoria haihjr 
sho was six or seven milea away, and swopt 
close to Trial island, quite out of her course, 
Pilot Dan Morrison had a good Bight 
of Discovery island llghthouso, and had ob 
tained tho proper bearings from thoro beforo 
tho fog closod in with the unusual density 
of the late afternoon of Tuesday. They had 
boon running through this for ovor an hour, 
and ho and Captain Tyson wore actually 
congratulating themsolves upon having pass- 
ed all clangor when without wurning tho 
ship went on. Sho was going at but half 
speed, but novertholesa hor impetus was 
Buch that when she atoppod there 
was only fourtoen foot of water 
at tho bow, while hor draught waa seven- 
teen. Tho nearest point of the island was 
about Boventy-fivo yards away, baroly dls 
tinguishablo in tho fog. Tho tldo was then 
at tho full, and as it had four feet to fall it 
was feared that should any other rocks 
catch tho hull it would broak in two with 
tho weight of tho car^o. Fortunately, how- 
ever, it swung clear of everything. Pilot 
Morrison from tho first hold to the opinion 
that Bho would como safely off, but Captain 
Tyson and all tho rost wore convinced that 
tho Bhip would remain a fixture on the 
rocks. Tho whole crow worked b.-avely, 
howevor, making tho boat fight possiblo, 
and thoir pluok was well rewarded. The 
aea favored them, being perfectly calm, savo 
for tho run of tho tldo. Navigators agree 
that a foghorn and light on Trial island 
would reduce to a minimum tho danger 
whioh thero constantly throatonB thorn. 

ANOTHER, ACCIDENT IN THE EOO. 

Whoa tho fog lifted off tho harbor, lato 
yesterday morning, tho Bteamor Maude was 
seen to bo stuck hard aud fast olose to 
Hospital point. Tho tldo was low, 
bnt tho Bteamor, with a heavy 
load of froight upon deck, seemed to 
bo resting oasily. No alarm wao exprOBSf d 
and the Btoamer simply wuited for high 
wator, when she fliatod off and oamo back 
to tho wharf. It was about 5:30 a.m. 
whon sho Btarted for tho West Coast, and 
the fog waa then very thick. In going out 
of tho harbor eho ran too closo to Kohl's 
point and waa obligod tobaokup. In this her 
Btorn having boon awuEg around by tho tide 
touohed the opposite ehoro and hold her 
fast until tho aftornoon. She rooclvod no 
injuries through tho acoldont, and was able 
to proceed on her trip soon aftor floating. 

AlUSKA AND 'KEISOO STEAMERS. 

Neither of the Alaska steamships urrivod 



in port yesterday bub the City of Topeka 
will bo in from tho Sound at G o'olook this 
morning. Two other Bhips belonging to the 
same eonipuny wore, however, in port. 
Thesa wero tho Umatilla and Walla Walla, 
tho farmer from Sis Francisco and tho lat- 
ter from tho Sound. Tho Umatilla, which 
arrived during early morning, brought 123 
tons of freight; and tho Walla Walla, which 
nailod for California last evening, carried the 
following Biloon passengorK from hero : W. 
J. Brirle, A L. Henry, J. W. Charleaworth 
and wife, Misa O Churleaworth, MIbb 
Berry, Miss S. Murrock, Mrs. Towusend.

SAANICHTON AND VIC1NITV. 

Harvesting frorrresainK Favorably — Crops 
Turning Out Well— Farms In a High 
State of Cultivation. 

LoaviDg tho Viotoria and Sidney railway 
at Saanichton station, tho traveller lands in 
tho csntre of a splendid farming district. 
Thoro aro only a few buildings in tho Imme- 
diate neighborhood of the railway station, 
namoly, two wall kepb hotels — the " Rurul 
Houio," by J. J. Gray, and tho " Prairlo 
Tavern," by John Camp. The poat office is 
kept in a wing of the rosidenco of Mr. 
Frederick Tutgooeo, farmer and stock- 
raiser. The extensive barnB and outhouses 
required for tho accommodation of the crops 
and stock of the Turgooae farm mako quite 
an imposing appearance ; but their appear- 
ance does not harmonizs well with tho Btylo 
of the "Rural Houso," with ItB double 
verandahs, fligbta of steps and laco window 
curtains, all suited to the icathotio tastes 
and oomfort of first class guests. A grocery 
Btore and blacksmith shop may bo said to 
complete the principal buildings of tho ham- 
let. An Episcopal church has been erected 
a fow hundred yarda Bouthward from -the 
commodious railway station, for which, so 
far, no loo il agent has been appointed. No 
doubb thia will soon be attetded to, as 
trade is steadily increasing. 

The extonsivo firm ard commodious farm- 
etoading, with orchard on the rising ground, 
belonging to Mr. John, senior, first attraot 
tho strangor's attention. The farm is oroBSod 
by the railway passing onwards to Sidney, 
along tho valley koeping a level track for a 
long distance. This valley connects with 
another which crosses the Turgooae farm 
and joina tho farm of Mr. Goorgo Fox, who 
in partnership with an Engliati gentleman 
recently purchased that valuable estate. 
Starting from tho Prairie Tavern and tak- 
ing the cross-road, after passing a short 
aecont another wldo and rlah valley appears 
In view. This valley oxtonda over two 
miles, and along with Ita gently sloping aido 
hills furnishes ground enough for half a 
dozsn farms, which are all occupied by 
well-to-do farmerB — MeBsrs. Simpson, 
Thomson, Mascotto, Hagan, &o. When 
your correspondent passed along the cross- 
road (August 19) three reaping and binding 
machines wera at work in neighboring fields. 
Thoso " broad aorea," dotted as they were 
with long rows of stooks and frlngod with 
orchards in full bearing, presented a oharm- 
ing panorama — an encouraging picture of 
tho wealth and progress of the Saanlch 
farmors. The weather was perfect for the 
farmer— dry, with a slight breeza. The 
raya of tho sun were par- 
tially obsoiired by a haz», partly 
caused by forest fires which have been de- 
structive in various parts of the country. 
At noon tho harveab laborers and their toamB 
have a short rest. Ib is oustomary with 
some of thoaa farmers to have a table sot in 
the open air, near tho kitchen, undor u 
shady tree, so that in tho balmy summer 
weather meals can bj partaken of thero in- 
stond of In a olose room. 

In tho spacious valloy just roforred to 
stands the old Epiaoopal church, built many 
yearB ago, and now under the paatoral core 
of Rev. F. Gray Christmas. It is a vener- 
able, woather boaten wooden structure, em 
boworod amongBb trceB whioh havo grown 
taller than tho ohurch Bteeplo. A ahort dis- 
tance to tho west, closo to Hagan post office, 
is tho Catholic church, undor tho cure of 
Rev. A F. Vullinghs, who has been two 
yoars in ohargo of tho mission. Ho has had 
since his incumbency a now church built ; 
tho priest's dwelling repaired, or rather re- 
built out of the remains of tho old church. 
Part of this dwolling is used as class rooms 
for school purposes, etc. Tho old cemetery 
is also improvol and cleared of atumps and 
rubbiah. The " Cross Road " valley is said 
to bo ono of tho best cultivated in tho Saan- 
ioh peninsula. B. 
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With tho resources of scientific discovory 
at oommand, niurdor may becomo not only 
"a fine art," but a science It ia easy to 
imagine n fia-de-sieele monster, a scientific 
Frankenstein, endowed with tho power of 
modern knowledge and unrestrained by con- 
science pluylng secret havoc amoDg chosen 
victims.

THE NOBLE WORK OF A CULTURED 
YOUNG WOMAN. 

Alias Norma Lamnon Left a Refined Home 
ami tho' Attractions of IIlsli Social Cir- 
cles to Work In tlio Salvation Army. 
Work In tlio Slums.

During tho past year tho ranks of .ho 
Salvation Army have boon materially 
increased by recruits from women's col- 
logos. Only recently 15 Vassar students 
havo announced thoir intention of join- 
ing tho Army, while ouo teacher and a 
number of .students of Wellesley have 
already become activo workers in it. 

Nevertheless tho movement has not 
yot become so general as to no longer at- 
tract public attontion, and when about 
12 months ago the announcement was 
made that Miss Norma Lamson, daugh- 
ter of a prominent judge in Cleveland, 
had joined tho Salvation Army it was 
copied into many of tho most widely 
circulated newspapers of the country. 
Almost immediately Miss Lamson was 
overwhelmed with letters from all 
parts of the United States, from college 
graduates, young girls prominent in so- 
ciety circles and indeed from all classes 
of women, asking for information and 
counsel. Miss Lamson 's parents were 
at first strongly opposed to the stop. 
' ' Those who are mothers can understand 
what I felt," says Mrs. Lamson. "I 
fancied her in tho shims submitting to 
scoffs and insults, and perhaps imprison- 
ment, audit seemed impossible for me 
to givo her up. But when I saw how 
earnest and determined she was I had 
to let her go, and now I would not havo 
her in any other work for tlio world." 

After a few weeks' preparatory work 
in her native city Miss Lamson went to 
New York, where she remained for 
nearly a year, and is now homo again 
for a short vacation at her father's sum- 
mer residence at Lakeside before taking 
up the activo work to which she has 
been assigned. 

On her arrival, last September, iu 
New York she went to the Garrison 
Training school, where young soldiers 
are instructed in all branches of Salva- 
tion Army work. These schools in sys-

tern and discipline are fashioned after 
the army garrisons of Europe. Thoro 
are men's and women's garrisons, made 
up mostly of young recruits, each ouo 
being allowed §2 a week to buy his food, 
which ho prepares himself . Ho also does 
his own washing, ironing and scrub- 
bing. Hero Miss Lamson remained for 
three mouths, during which time she 
was made acquainted with all tho va- 
rious departments of tho work. Though 
uover assigned to slum work, sho speaks 
with great enthusiasm of tho good being 
douo by this branch of tho Army. Sho 
frequently visited tho places in chargo 
of tho slum sisters and describes their 
mission as follows: 

Two young women, not dressed in tbo 
customary Salvation Army uniform, but 
wearing dark blue calico drcssos, ging- 
ham aprons and slouch sailor hats, rout 
a room in the most disroputablo part of 
tho city. Thoir first task is to cloan or 
rather shovel out tho dirt. This is ac- 
companied by cheerful songs, not too 
religions and in no way referring to tho 
Army. Then a few pieces of broken fur- 
niture aro set up — a chair with only 
three legs, a stove with a brick doing 
duty as the fourth foot and a rickety 
table. Nothing is allowed in tho room 
that will givo an air of comfort to it. 
"They believe that cleanliness is next 
to godliness," says Miss Lamson, "and 
base much of tho success of their work 
on scrubbing and singing." In a few 
days those in tho neighboring rooms be- 
come interested in the newcomers and 
attracted to them because they aro cheer- 
ful and clean, two qualities rarely found 
in these places. Pails of broth aro car- 
ried to tlio sick who aro unable to pro- 
enre it fur themselves, tho children aro 
combed and cleaned, and tho scrubbing 
and cleaning aro carried on in tho sick 
person's room. "Tho lowest and most 
ignorant people aro not wanting iu a 
sentiment of gratitude," continues Miss 
Lamson, "and tho shim sisters are so 
thoroughly in touch with tho lifo of 
those to whom they minister that «0 
per cent of all thoso approached in this 
way reform and aro persuaded to lead a 
now and bettor life. " 

"Did you ever receive any rebuffs in 
your work in New York?" 

"Nover but once, when an indignant 
saloonkeeper threatened to throw at my 
head a glass of wPiisky which I had just 
persuaded a poor fellow to put down. 
They know that wo aro trying to help 
them and I think look upon us with a 
little bit of fear aud superstition. " 

After remaining three months in tho 
Garrison Training school Miss Lamson 
was made a lieutenant in tho Army and 
had tlio honor of being placed in chargo 
of the auxiliary branch of it. In this po- 
sition sho had as her associates Miss 
Edith Marshall, who was at one time 
Mrs. Ballington Booth's secretary, and 
Staff Captain Nowcouib, formerly c 
toachor in "Wollosloy college 

The auxiliary branoh oi frho Army hai 



only been established within the past 
few years. It is for tho purposo of on- 
listing thoso who are willing to givo 
their moral support to tho Salvation 
Army, defend it and pay an annual fee 
of $5, but who do not wish to become 
aotivoly identified with it. It is gaining 
yearly in numbers and influence. Tho 
position of traveling representative has 
only lately been created, and Lieutenant 
Lamson is t ho first ouo to bo assigned to 
tho ofliea. After hor vacation sho will 
start out to visit tho principal cities of 
tho United States to form and organize 
auxiliary leagues. This is tho only 
branch of tho work which concerns it- 
self with woll to do peoplo. Tho othor 
four branches of tho Army aro : Slum 
work, field work, which is local, and 
with which peoplo aro generally famil- 
iar; rescue work, which consists es- 
pecially in tho rescue of fallen women, 
aud colonization, a branch more success- 
fully developed in England than in 
America. Up to tho present timo there 
havo boon no liberal bequests to tho 
Army in tho United States. The funds 
have been raised entirely through the 
local corps by taking up collections and 
by personal contributions. A large 
amount of money is raised every year as 
a result of self denial week. This is a 
week set aside by tho Army for personal 
sacrifices. Every member is expected to 
deny himself of one or more things dur- 
ing the week anil send tho amount thus 
saved to headquarters in New York. It 
has proved one of tho most fruitful 
sources of income to tho organization. < 

Soon after Miss Lamson joined tho 
ranks of the Salvation Army Miss Pearl 
Judson, daughter of Dr. Judsou, a beau- 
tiful girl of distinguished appearance 
and great social prominenoo, followed 
in hor footsteps and was assigned to tho 
field work of tho army. Her progress in 
the preparatory work was also rapid, 
and sho has recently been promoted to 
the position of captain over a corps sta- 
tioned mono of the smaller Ohio towns. 

Miss Lamson, now only 21 years old, 
is a tall aud grat eful girl, with beauti- 
ful wavy brown hair, a remarkable sym- 
pathetic mouth and an expression which 
would bo almost sevoro were it not ro- 
liovod by two rather captivating littlo 
dimples. Her conversation, especially 
when it is about her chosen work, is 
noticeable for its vivacity and esprit, 
and altogether she is a most charming 
young officer.

WHAT A WOMAN CAN DO. 



HOTELS AND KEBTADKAHTS. 



Somo of tho Plans Successfully Adopted 
In tlio City of New York. 

What can a young woman out of em- 
ployment, who has neither trade nor 
profession, do to help herself in Now 
York? Hero aro tho experiences of afow 
who have tried it. 

Said ouo sweet littlo woman to me, 
who has a cozy homo of her own at 
present : "Well, when thrown on my 
own resources, I found while there were 
many positions I could fill if atlorded 
tho chance I was crowded out because 
I could not say f had had 'experience.' 
Ono thing I could do and havo clone in 
my own homo — make preserves and 
pickles to perfection. A lady who called 
upon mo one day saw a jar of pickles on 
the table and said, 'If wo could only 
buy such pickles as those!' Tho idea 
struck mo, and I said, 'I will supply 
you and your friends with homemade 
pickles if you like.' We made a bar- 
gain, and my work began. Ono told an- 
other, and now I have a good income 
from supplying families with home- 
made pickles. ' ' 

Ono young lady makes a fair incomo 
by mending. She goes into the homos of 
thoso richer than herself, mends gloves, 
darns stockings and silk underwear. 
Another, who is a fine needlewoman, 
mends lace and renovates reception and 
ball dresses. 

Horo i.i a story told by a Boston girl : 
"I came to Now York from Boston, 
supposing with my education I would 
not havo to look a clay without finding 
a good position as a teacher. But on 
visiting an educational bureau I was 
soon undeceived. I found New York 
had a surplus of just such peoplo. What 
was I to do? While sitting in a car I 
overheard a lady in conversation with 
ono next to hor, saying, 'I think I shall 
havo somo ono come to tho honse and 
shampoo my hair once a week instead 
of going to the hairdresser. ' 

"Hero was an idea. I stopped from 
tho car, entered a hairdresser's, had my 
own hair shampooed, carefully watch- 
ing how it was done. Tho following 
day I started out and began work by 
calling on ladies in thoir own homos. I 
havo now a largo business both hero' and 
in Boston. I spend throe days a week 
hero and three days there. I meet culti- 
vated peoplo and am kindly received 
and am able to indulge my taste in 
dross, music and art." 

Horo is tho oxporienco of another 
young woman: "I came to tho city, " 
sho says, "with a fair education, good 
health and looks and $3 capital. Woll, 
I put my name on tho book of the 
Young Women s Christian association, 
then answered an advertisement. It was 
for a finisher on suits. I was a neat sow- 
er, so accepted tho position. At tho end 
of tho week I received CO cents. I left. 
I next tried addressing envelopes at 7-"> 
conts per thousand. Work as I would, I 
could not earn my board. Next I went to 
the press clipping bureau, where I re- 
ceived if:! a week, was finally advanced to 
$5, but all tho timo I was looking for 
something botUir. At last I obtained, 
through a King's Daughter, tho position 
I have now satisfactorily filled for eight 
months at $10 per weok. No matter 
how willing or able you may bo, it is not 
what ono can do, but what ono has tho 
opportunity to do. " 

There aro a number of young women 
who support themselves going out by 
tho day as milliners. Many ladies who 
like to havo a hat with every suit can- 
not afford to buy six or seven now ones 
each season. They therefore gather all 
thoir hats and trimmings of two seasons 
with a littlo fresh material, and tho mil- 
liner goes for per day. Li that time 
sho ronovates perhaps several, tho cost 
of which would bo $30 at a first class 
millinor's. Bektha JSrdhann.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Cable Contract With Z. S. Spanldlncr Ratified 
by the (Hawaiian [Government. 

Honolulu, Aug. 15. — (Per Str. Australia 
from San Franclsoo) — Tho senate and 
house have ratified the cablo con- 
tract made by President Dole, with 
Z. S. Spalding, who will ask 
the next Congress for an annual subsidy of 
$50,000. The contraot signed by this gov- 
ornmenb grunts an oxolusivo franchise for 
twenty years, but provides that tho grant 
Bhall not prevent any foreign govern- 
ment having existing treaty rights 
with the republic of Hawaii and 
being allowed to land a cablo upon the 
Hawaiian group for othor than commercial 
purposos from any point in tho American 
continent. The government agrees to pay 
the contractor an annual subaldy of $40,000 
for twenty yeara from tho date of the 
establishment of telegraphic communication 
botweon Honolulu i>nd a point ab or near 
San Franciaco and tho islands of 
Hawaii, Molokal, Maui and Kayaui, tho 
aubiidy to bo paid in quarterly instalments 
of $10,000 oaoh. VVoi k on t ho cable must 
begin before or oa May 1, 1897, and tho lino
